3 (a) Short Title. — This section may be cited as the 

4 ' ' Constitutional War Powers Protection Act' ' . 

5 (b) Findings. — Congress makes the following find-

7 (1) Senator Barack Obama stated correctly to 

8 the Boston Globe in 2007 that "the President does 

9 not have power under the Constitution to unilater- 

10 ally authorize a military attack in a situation that 

11 does not involve stopping an actual or imminent 

12 threat to the nation". 
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1 (2) Article I, Section 8, Clause 11 of the Con- 

2 stitution of the United States provides Congress, not 

3 the President, the power to issue a declaration of 

4 war. 

5 (c) Sense of Congress. — It is the sense of Con- 

6 gress that if this authorization fails to pass Congress, the 

7 President would be in violation of the Constitution if he 

8 were to use military force against the Government of 

9 Syria.
